WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 
County of York ss. 


To George M. Brackett, a constable in the ‘Town of Lim- 
ington, County of York, and State of Maine, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quested to notify and warn the inhabitants of said ‘Town of 
Limington, qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to as- 
semble at the Town House in said Town on the seventh 
day of March, 1955 at ten o'clock in the forenoon, to vote 
on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. ‘To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to choose one or 
more Road Commissioners. 


Art. 3. To choose all necessary ‘Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 4. ‘To raise money for: 
(a) ‘Town Officers’ bills 
(b) ‘Town Officers’ bonds 


Art. 5. ‘To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for schools for the ensuing year. 
(a) Elementary School, Limington Academy: for the 
teachers’ salaries, textbooks, supplies, fuel, jani- 
tors and elementary school conveyance. 
b) School building repairs and equipment 
c) Musical Instruction 
) Insurance on Academy buildings 
e) School Lunch 
) Superintendent of Schools (Salary) 
) Superintendent of Schools (Office Expense) 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $4,016.24 to meet payments due in 
1955 on the Harold B. Emery Jr. Memorial School. 


Art. 7. To see if the ‘Town will vote to accept from 
the Trustees of Limington Academy the avails of the insur- 
ance on the Dormitory destroyed in the fire of January 1. 
1955 to apply toward the following suggested purposes, 
namely: 


(a) ‘To pay for repairs on the Gymnasium 


(b) ‘To remove the remains of the burned Dormitory 
— fill and grade the cellar for parking space °

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


‘To the Superintending School Committee and citizens 
of the town of Limington. 

It is a pleasure to present the annual report of the schools 
from February 1954 to February 1955. At the beginning 
of this report, on the condition and progress of the schools, 
it is appropriate to express words of commendation to the 
citizens of Limington. 

In the first place the town should be congratulated for 
its wisdom in providing the new school to better educate 
the youth of the community. In the second place the 
people of Limington can be commended for financially 
supporting the school program to insure continued up grad- 
ing and improved school opportunities. 

A substantial increase in the amount raised to finance 
the schools was voted at the annual town meeting in March 
1954. Indications are that the town not only desires better 
education for its youth but is also willing to support it. 

It is gratifying to report that some relief from taxation 
for schools is anticipated next year. This does not mean, 
however, that school costs are lowering, but is due princi- 
pally to the increasing state subsidy. Two things have in- 
fluenced the amount of state aid we receive. First as the 
amount we raise locally and spend for education increases, 
the larger the return from the state and secondly, a change 
in classification of Limington during the next biennium 
will return forty-five per cent instead of thirty-five per cent 
as during the last two-year period. 

The educational program at the Harold B. Emery Jr. 
School is developing more and more as time makes it possi- 
ble. Good teachers and teaching materials, plus our mod- 
ern facilities, combine to establish a course of elementary 
school training which results in higher levels of achieve- 
ment from year to year. Although the plan of consolida- 
tion, with its extensive conveyance system, is somewhat 
more expensive to maintain, the advantages gained by more 
fully meeting the present day needs of growing children will 
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justify the added cost. 

The school lunch program, in its second year of opera- 
tion, is only one of the many advantages to the children 
made possible by the facilities provided here. It is not cor- 
rect to think of modern education as meaning training only 
in the basic skills of reading, writing and arithmetic. The 
general over-all development of the child, including his 
emotional, social and physical growth is a part of the cur- 
riculum of the modern school. Public education today is 
concerned with proper mental attitudes, good personality, 
behaviour traits and health habits. 


The financial assistance given by the town during each of 
the last two years has helped to establish a school lunch pro- 
gram which returns to the individual child a value greatly 
in excess of the daily fee of twenty cents charged. Some 
towns offer a lunch program which is entirely self support- 
ing and is always better than no lunch program at all, but 
in the towns where a small appropriation is granted each 
year, through the school budget, the lunch programs if 
properly conducted are superior and benefit more children. 
Town appropriation, each of the past two years, has paid 
the salaries of the kitchen supervisor and her assistant. 
During the coming year it is felt that a portion of the cost 
of kitchen help can be paid for out of operation. This ac- 
counts for the reduction in the amount asked for in this 
department. 

The program at the Academy is progressing quite well 
considering the limited facilities available to work with. 
Some new study books have been supplied as replacements 
became necessary. A report by the Principal may be found 
elsewhere in the town report and describes well the activi- 
ties and accomplishments of the students. 

A notable effort of the school has been the project of in- 
stalling a running water line from the dormitory well to the 
Academy building. Aided by financial help from the Par- 
ents Club and cash loans by the several classes the long 
desired goal of laying a year-round water supply has been 
accomplished. It is felt that the funds loaned by the classes 
should be restored as soon as town funds are available. 
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The loss of the Home Economics classroom presents a 
real problem which will be difficult to overcome. For the 
present the classes have been transferred to the all-purpose 
room in the new school. One solution to the problem is the 
suggestion that one of the closed elementary buildings, if 
moved to a site near the Academy, could be used to accom- 
modate the Home Economics classes. This plan is feasible 
only providing there will be sufficient floor space and facili- 
ties afforded to gain state approval of the course. On the 
other hand it may be inexpedient to follow this plan at 
this time. 

Although the all-purpose room at the new consolidated 
building was not intended to accommodate high schoo! 
classes it was designed to provide additional classroom space 
by the erection of a suitable wall or partition. The installa- 
tion of a folding curtain of the accordion type would close 
off a space which would be immediately ready to use as a 
Home Economics classroom and yet permit the room to be 
used when needed as an auditorium. Again the advice and 
approval of the State Department of Education must be 
considered. In any event we should endeavor to retain the 
Home Economics course as it is a most valuable training for 
those who enroll.

SCHOOL LUNCH REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

My annual report of the School Lunch Program is here- 
with submitted. 

The National School Lunch Act which became effective 
June 4, 1946 places the school lunch on a permanent basis. 
It states that the purpose of the program is to safeguard the 
health and well-being of the nation’s children by encourag- 
ing them to eat more nutritious foods. It does this by pro- 
viding funds to assist in the operation of non-profit school 
lunch programs. The Department of Agriculture carries 
out the provisions of the act, with the cooperation of the 
State Department of Education. 

Our own school lunch program was inaugurated in Sep- 
tember 1953, and we have served both the elementary and 
high school since then. The lunches consist of:— (1) one- 
half pint of whole milk as a beverage, (2) two ounces of 
meat, fish, poultry or cheese, or one egg, or one-half cup of 
cooked dry beans or peas, or four tablespoons of peanut 
butter, (3) three-fourths cup of vegetable or fruit or both, 
(4) one or more portions of whole-grain or enriched bread, 
(5) two teaspoons of butter.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF 
LIMINGTON ACADEMY 
February 14, 1955 


‘To Melville H. Johnson, Superintendent of Schools: 

I hereby submit my annual principal’s report of Liming- 
ton Academy. 

The total enrollment on the opening day, September 8, 
1954 was 57 pupils: 21 grade 9, 12 grade 10, 17 grade 11 and 
7 grade 12. 

The duties of the faculty are listed as follows, ‘Thomas 
Fairchild, principal, B.S. University of Maine; Agriculture 
I, I, HI, IV, Chemistry, Plane Geometry, Coach of Boys 
and Girls sports. Mrs. Dorothy Chick, B.A. Bates College; 
English I, I, II, IV, Latin I, French IJ, Coach of Drama- 
tics and Public Speaking. Mrs. Evangeline Matijczyk, B.S. 
University of Maine; Home Economics I, IJ, III, IV, Gen- 
eral Science, Biology. Neal Tame, Portland University and 
Boston University; American History, World History, Prob- 
lems of Democracy, General Mathematics, Algebra I, Book- 
keeping. Mr. Young meets with the students one period a 
week for Music. 

The school activities this year have been varied. The 
boys in the Junior Agriculture class competed in the Dairy 
and Beef Judging contests at the Fryeburg Fair with John 
Blake winning second place in the Dairy Judging. We will 
have contestants in the annual spring public speaking con- 
test. The Annual Sokokis Warrior is about ready for the 
printers. A cross-country team, boys and girls basketbal! 
teams and boys baseball teams represent Limington Acad- 
emy in inter-scholastic competition. The basketball teams 
were hampered somewhat by the lack of practice due to 
the damage by fire to the gym on Jan. I, 1955. Our neigh- 
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bors in Buxton, Cornish and Hollis were very generous in 
allowing us to use their gyms for practice and games. 

This past fall the Student Council under the chairman- 
ship of David Libby undertook the project of piping water 
into the Academy building. We are proud to state that as 
a result of their efforts a continuous supply of drinking wa- 
ter is available at a fountain within the building. Also a 
sink has been built in the Chemistry room thru the efforts 
of Donald Hasty with the help of Richard Bodemer and 
Robert Axelson. The necessary piping required to bring 
water to the sink is to be added in a few weeks. A statement 
of the receipts and expenditures for the water fund follows:

Approximately $75 needs to be raised to complete the 
piping of the sink and the payment of the loan to the 
Senior class. The Student Council hopes to raise this 
amount and possibly more by soliciting the aid of interested 
Limington Academy Alumni. 

On January 1, 1955 the Dormitory building of Limington 
Academy was destroyed by fire. The gym was also damaged 
by fire and water. Through the efforts of the good people 
living near the dormitory a large portion of the home eco- 


58 


nomics equipment was saved, although most all of the books 
and immovable objects were destroyed. At present the 
Home Economics department is operating on the stage of 
the all purpose room in the Emery school. This is only a 
temporary measure. In order to comply with the State re- 
quirements for an occupational course in Home Economics, 
a room with a minimum of nine hundred (900) square feet 
of floor space and equipped with running water must be 
provided. There are at present eighteen girls out of a total 
of twenty-five girls in school enrolled in the Home Econom- 
ics course. 

The present academy building which was built many 
years ago, does not, according to my interpretation of the 
State of Maine Public School Laws, meet the minimum re- 
quirements as to fire and sanitary conditions. Therefore in 
order to continue to receive State subsidies some improve- 
ments will be necessary in the very near future. 

The Gym has been repaired and four more lights have 
been added making the playing surface very much brighter. 
The heating system and the lack of locker room and shower 
facilities is still somewhat of a problem. The size and con- 
dition of the playing surface is still much better than many 
on which the basketball teams of Limington Academy are 
required to play. 

The School Lunch program under the capable direction 
of Mrs. Virginia Smith is well supported by the students 
and faculty of the Academy. An average of 38 pupils and 3 
teachers are served a very excellent meal daily. 

In conclusion I wish to state that the attitude of the boys 
and girls of the school and the townspeople that I have met 
has been most cordial and helpful. ‘To the superintending 
school committee may I express my appreciation for your 
interest and efforts toward the betterment of the school.

I herein submit a brief report of service rendered the 
town of Limington by the York County Tuberculosis and 
Health Association for the period beginning January lI, 
1954 tos|anuary 111955. 

The contribution of the Public Health Nurse in the 
school involves an understanding of the school’s functions 
in promoting and safeguarding the health of the students 
and school personnel. She cooperates with the teachers, 
parents and physicians in scheduling examinations and 
treatments for the children with special needs, both medical 
and surgical, and general health examinations. To help 
prevent and control disease. ‘To appraise the health status 
of the students.
